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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Note: The indicated allowability of claims 2-4 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Speakman (# US 6164850) and Silverbrook (# US 6997698). 
Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 2 & 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Speakman (# US 61464850). 

Speakman discloses a process for inkjet printing on cloth using ultraviolet curable 
ink (column: 1, line: 60-65), which comprises the steps of forming three-dimensional 
pattern by repeating the steps of applying a transparent ultraviolet ray curable ink 
(epoxy acrylic) and then curing by UV ray (column: 2, line: 40-65); and applying an UV 
curable ink containing a coloring component to form a 3-D image (see figure: 1 , column: 
4, line: 55-68). They also disclose that the transparent UV curable ink and UV curable 
ink containing a coloring component are heated by heating means then discharge 
(column: 5, line: 1-30). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Eid 

et al. (# US 5972545). 

Eid et al. discloses a process for inkjet printing using ultraviolet curable ink 
(column: 2, line: 15-60), which comprises the steps of forming three-dimensional pattern 
by repeating the steps of applying a transparent ultraviolet ray curable ink and then 
curing by UV ray (column: 4, line: 10-60); and applying an UV curable ink containing a 
coloring component (black) to form a 3-D image (column: 4, line: 10-68). They also 
disclose that the transparent UV curable ink and colored UV curable ink contains a 
reactive oligomer, a reactive diluent and photoinitiator, wherein the reactive oligomer is 
in an amount of 1 to 70% by weight in transparent ink and in an amount of 1 to 60% of 
coloring component in colored ink (column: 2, line: 60-67; see Table: 1). They also 
disclose that the transparent UV curable ink and UV curable ink containing a coloring 
component are heated by heating means then discharge (column: 6, line: 1-55). 

Eid et al. differ from the claim of the present invention is that the process for 
inkjet printing on cloth. However, the printing on cloth is in preamble, and preamble 
doesn't claimed invention. Therefore Eid et al. reference reads on the present claim 
language.
